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REMARKS 

Applicants submit this Response in response to the Examiner's Final Office Action 
mailed on March 3, 2006 and Applicants' telephone communication with Examiner Ralph J. 
Gitomer on March 14, 2006. Claims 1-122 and 129-136 have been canceled without prejudice. 
Claims 123-128 are now pending. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner objects to the specification as failing to provide 
antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter because the specification as originally filed does 
not contain written description for a kit. 

As stated in Applicants' Response to the last office action filed on February 9, 2006, a 
test kit for enzymatically depositing metal in a zero oxidation state is disclosed and claimed at 
page 44, lines 4-6 of the specification of the parent application No. 09/822,131 as originally 
filed; and this parent application was incorporated by reference in its entirety via a "Cross 
Reference to Related Applications" on page 1 of the instant application. 

During Applicants' telephone communication with Examiner Gitomer, Examiner 
Gitomer suggested that Applicants amend the specification by importing the description of the 
test kit in the parent application No. 09/822,131 into the specification of the instant application. 

Following the Examiner's suggestion, Apphcants amend the specification at page 9 and 
page 27 by inserting paragraphs describing the test kit disclosed in application No. 09/822,131. 
As the paragraphs essentially describe verbatim the test kit disclosed in application No. 
09/822,13 1 , no new matter is introduced to the specification. Entry of the amendments to the 
specification is therefore respectfully requested. 

As such, the pending claims directed to a kit are entitled to the early priority date of the 
filing date of apphcation No. 09/822,131: March 30, 2001.
